Communists Are . 
Resorting to Threats 


Of recent months there have been 
several examples of a resort to threat 
on the part of groups in Canada, for 
the purpose of emphasizing their 
grievances. A short while ago 
cries of secession were raised in the 
West, these being attributable to 
specific grievances rather than to a 
desire for secession itself. Last week 
Nova Scotians threatened a boycott 
in order to protest the alleged un- 
fair treatment their coal industry 
was receiving at the hands of ‘Ontar- 
io people. Now the miners of the 
Drumheller district have instructed 
their children to stay away from 
school as a protest against cessation 
of relief work. The tendency is an 
extremely regrettable one, especial- 
ly when it is extended to embrace 
children. 

From an educational standpoint the 
fact that parents are openly inciting 


their children to defy school author-/ 


ities is to be deplored. Such a thing 
might easily undermine the discipline 
of a school flor an indefinite period. 
The problem of conflicting home and 
school influence is more acute in 
Canada than in the Old Country even 
under normal conditions. There is 
need for much greater co-operation. 
To the teacher, especially the young 
teacher, this issue has long been a 
vital one. With 150 children in 
Drumheller absent from school at the 
express command of their parents, it 
is more than probable that trouble 
will be experienced among the child- 
ren. 

Yet it is not enough merely to con- 
demn the practice as deplorable. As 
a general rule, miners and other 


workingmen are extremely unwilling 
to deprive their children of the ad- 
vantages of education. The action 
of inducing them to remain away 
from school, regrettable though un- 
doubtedly it is, is an indication that 
the question of relief is not yet sat- 
isfactorily settled. Although the West 
is not in the condition which some 
Westerners have recently depicted, 
there undoubtedly exists in the West 
a need for relief. And some of those 
in need of relief have had regard for 
economic laws and have kept from

Foster, passenger traffic manager 
of the railway, stated recently in an 
interview at Saint John. 


Canada said au revoir but not 
good-bye to Their Majesties the 
King and Queen of Siam at the 
berder station of Portal, Saskat- 
chewan, whither they had travellod 
by Canadian Pacific on their jour- 
ney to New York. They were pas- 
sengers by the Empress of Japan 
on that ship’s record-breaking pass- 
age from Yokohama to Vancouver. 


~, “It’s not so much the captain as 
the chief engineer who makes speed 
records possible at sea,” Captain 
Samuel Robinson, of the Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of Japan, told 
the Vancouver Board of Trade re- 
cently, at a luncheon in his honor, 
after his ship had clipped another 
seven hours from her previous 
speed record across the Pacific.

Would Cancel All 
War Obligations 


Washington, May 5—Abolition of 
floor trading, prohibition of margin- 
al transactions for less than $10,000 
and elimination of the ‘‘daily state- 
ment,’’ -with its attendant call money 
rates wére suggested to the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce con- 
gress today by Melvin A. Traylor, 
of Chicago. 

The convention also heard its first 
discussion of the effects cf war 
debts in the economic crisis. This 
question was brought up by Sir Al- 
lan G. Anderson, a director of the 
Bank of England, and Alberta Pier- 
elli, Italian industrialist. 

Traylor, who is president of the 
First National Bank of Chicago, de- 
manded a new business leadership 
which will take into account the 
‘‘element of human conduct in econ- 
omic affairs,’’ 

Government co-operation is im- 
Pperative, but leadership must come 
from business, he said, in warning 
against government ownership and 
price regulation. 

Sir Allan Anderson, discussing a 
warning against placing the burden 
of international settlements on gold, 
asked if it would not be better to 
cancel such obligations. 

Alberta Pierelli, Italian industrials 
ist, also touched upon war debts, say- 
ing that under present circumstanc- 
es ‘‘psychological factors may have 
a prepondering influence in deter- 
mining the course of events ... It 
is certain that in Europe interallied 
debts have a depressing effect which 
goes far beyond the amounts involv- 
ed, entailing economic, as wef as 
psychological reactions.’’ 

To forestaM stock market specula- 
tion among thé poorer classes, Mr. 
Traylor proposed that exchange 
transactions involving fess than $10,- 
000 be restricted to cash. 

‘*This suggestion is not intended 
to bar the small investor from the 
market,’’ he said. ‘‘Other avenues 
of credit are open to him if he de- 
sires to invest beyond his cash funds. 

‘‘My thought is that this country 
cannot afford again the wreck and 
ruin of people of small means, which 


followed the last crash. It is bad 
enough when the intelligent and 
wealthy people speculate and lose, 


but when scrubwomen, day laborers, 
small home owners, wives and youths 
speculate and lose simply because 


‘His children,’’ he said. 


Mr. Philip Snowden on Tuesday 


outlined to the British House of 
Commons his land tax proposal. The 
speech was characteristic of the man 
in whom is combined the fanaticism 
of the extreme Socialist, the precis- 
ion of the master mathematician and 
the religious fervor of the Calvinist- 
ic Nonconformist. 

‘*The Creator gave not His land 
for the use of the dukes, but for all 
‘*We are 
asking the landlord to render unto 
Caesar those things which are Cae- 
sar’s.’’ . And he meant. it. The 
Biblical reference was as sincere as 
Mir. Snowden’s most terse comment. 
More than almost any other prom- 
inent Socialist, Mr. Snowden has re- 
conciled Karl Marx and Christ. 

There was moré than the custom- 
ary element of drama in the scene at 
Westminster ‘yesterday. Mr. Snow- 
den’s attack on landlordism—intrud- 
ed into the midst of. a hundred and 
one other affairs of state, and con- 
nected with the recent activities of 
the Government only because it fol- 
lowed the general Laborite policy— 
was the fulfillment of a dream which 
he had in the days when he travel- 
led from town to town preaching So- 
cialism in company with early pio- 
neers of the movement, long since 
dead. He was able to infuse - his 
speech with all the intense bitter- 
ness of which he is capable because 
landlordism has been a long and en- 
during thorn in his side. 

Mr. Snowden, in some ways the 
most out-and-out Socialist of his 
party, has been placed-in a some- 
what ironic position. There are ap- 
parently, two Mr. Snowdens battling 
for supremacy. There is the Soc- 
ialist who would take the earth from 
capitalism by a process of slowly but 
relentlessly increasing taxation, and 
there is the financier who knows the 
precise point when increased taxa- 
tion means increased national , pov- 
erty, who can gauge to a nicety the 
saturation point . There is, on the 
one hand, the dogmatist, and, on the 
other the. mathematician. 

During his tenure of the chancel- 
lorship the mathematician has been 
uppermost—except, perhaps, in’ con- 


nection with..his adamant and doc-}. 


trinaire free trade stand. He has 
presented budgets which might have 
been harder upon the wealthy. He 
thas had to make ends meet and to 
do this he has had to restrict relief 
appropriations in which he may be 
personally in favor. Once, and for a 
brief while, he became the idol of all 
classes, the symbol of British nation- 
al agigressiveness—_a thing which he 
above all men is inclined to deplore 
~when he dictated British terms on 
the reparations issue to the Europ- 
ean nations with a maximum of 
bluntness and a minimum of diplom- 
acy. 

He has followed these policies be- 
cause he followed the dictates of wis- 
dom and expediency and because his 
prime objective has necessarily been 
to run the country as economically 
as possible. But on Tuesday he was 
the bitter Nonconformist-Socialist 
Snowden who years ago thundered 
his anethemas at the landed aristoc- 
racy. id 

He was championing a very ancient 
cause. From the Liberal benches 
Mr. Lloyd. George smiled. It is easy 
to understand that he should, for 22 
years ago he carried on the same 
House and put into effect a scheme 
which did not begin to pay for itself. 
Sir Austen Chamberlaim, in replying 
to the attack, remarked, 
cryptically, that it was easy to sneer 
at a duke, but that did not make the 
proposal prudent or equitable. 

Tuesday in the House of Com- 
mons was one of the red letter days 
in the life of Britain’s crippled 
chancellor.

finance department, jurisdiction over 
insurance, 

Colonization and natural  resour- 
ces activities will be under the juris 
diction of the president’s office. 

The announcement states that the 
position of assistant to the president, 
Canadian National Steamships, has 
been eliminated as has alrs the of- 
fice of assistant to the president, 
Canadian National Railways, in 
charge of the budget.

Contributory unemplyoment — in- 
surance is a system in many. ways 
particularly suited to Canada.

Having in mind the run on bacon 
type swine during the past few 
months and the apprehension many 
feel concerning the future of the 
business, 8. G. Freeborn, in charge 
of swine grading in Alberta, has giv~- 
en us his view of the sitwation, He 
Says: ( 

During the winter months under 
the Federal Brood Sow policy and in- 
other ways farmers have gradually 
been picking up select bacon ttype 
brood sows. Owing to the shortage 
of boars in the country, breeding op- 
erations in a fairly large way have 
been conducted at stock yards, the 
sows being bred before being ship- 
ped to their owners. 

At the moment the purebred 
breeders have littl or nothing to 
offer in the way of young boars of 
‘ breeding age. This is particularly 
true in Western Canada. Spring lit- 
ters from purebred herds will bring 
| into being a new supply of boar 
| stock provided the boars are kept, 
| grown and developed to breeding age. 
The opinion appears to have got- 
| ten abroad that hogs are going to be 
; cheap next fall. This opinion ap- 

parently has reflected itself gener- 
ally to the rank and file of hog rais- 
ers. 

As far as purebred breeders are 
concerned, the basis of commercial 

hog prices does not enter into the 
picture in such a definite manner. 
The purebred breeder has to calcu- 
late what the demand for breeding 
stock is going to be regardles of the 
price of hogs at stockyard centres. 

To those who are definitely in touch 
with the swine industry at the pres- 

| ent time, there is a keen apprehen- 
| sion of ithe probable shortage of good 
select bacon tppe boars next fall, 
consequently, while prices for boar 
| stock may not be as high as in the 
past few years, nevertheless if the 
demand is good and large numbers 
are required, breeders are going to 
find sale for this stock at profitable 
prices. \ 

The recent drop in the price of 
| hogs brought home to many farm- 
ers perhaps more definitely that ever 
.before the futility of breeding hogs 
of the butcher type. Canada at the 
moment is enjoying hog prices con- 
siderably above those that could be 
paid if we were on an export basis. 
In the event of Canada getting on 
an export basis for hogs, it will 
mean that only those hogs of the 
bacon and select bacon grades will 
be suitable for the export trade. 

The Canadian market at the pres- 
ent time is finding the butcher hog, 
as it is, being produced at the mom- 
ent, heavier in weight and with more 
finish than when grains were high- 
priced and searcer, a much less de- 
sirable product for the Canadian mar- 
ket. As time goes on and production 
increases as it invariably will in- 
crease, the butcher hog is going to 
be less profitable with the result that 
farmers’ clubs and individual farm- 
ers will be demanding breeding boars 
of the select bacon type. On this 
| account purebred breeders of hogs 
| in the next year will find that those 
| who will be out looking for boar 
| stock will be much more discriminat- 
) ing than they have been in the past, 
| consequently although a large sup- 
| ply of boars will undoubtedly be re- 
quired in 1931, yet breeders should 
pay particular attention to the class 
of boars that are kept making sure 
that these boars are stretchy, thrifty 
and vigorous with plenty of quality.

AT CROSS PURPOSES 


Figures of the British Ministry of 
Agriculture, issued Thursday, show 
that whereas Great Britain has tak- 
en approximately 6,000 tons less Ca- 
nadian wheat during the first three 
months of the present year. British 
wheat imports from Soviet Russia 
have increased from 16,000 to 289,- 
000 tons. 

It would be difficult to find a case 
which better indicated the wide di- 
vergence in policy between the Un- 
ited Kingdom and Canada. The 
present British government is fav- 
orable to maintenance of trade rela- 
tions with Russia, and is willing to 
give Russia preference over a Brit- 
ish Dominion if they believe such to 
be in the interest of the British peo- 
ple. Canada, on the other hand, has 
taken the emphatic stand that she 
will have nothing to do with the 
Soviet Union. 

The fact that Russian preference 
in Great Britain injures Canada’s 
grain trade is not likely to pour oil 
on troubled waters, but that is an 
issue which has been discussed of 
recent months from almost every 
angle. The situation is that Lon- 
don negotiations for reciprocal trade 
agreements—with specific reference 
to British coal gnd Canadian grain— 
fell through, that friction developed 
and that Mr. J. H. Thomas has since 
summed up the present British gov- 
ernment’s attitude by saying that in 
future Great Britain would emulate 
the example of the Dominions and 
look after her own interests first. 
We now await the Ottawa Conference 
and hope that a better understanding 
will develop. In the meantime fur- 
ther comment is unnecessary. 

' The interesting aspect of the fig- 
ures of the Ministry of Agriculture 
perhaps’ is the-emphasis which they 
lay upon the divergence in policy be- 
tween’ Great Britain and Canada. 
Never before has a Dominion adopted 
a general policy toward another pow- 
er which is diametrically opposed to 
the policy adopted by the Imperial 
government. The fact that the inter- 
national standing of this power is 
questionable does not alter the con- 
tradictory nature of these policies.

of mutual independence attained by 
nations within the British Common- 
wealth.

When the three existing yacancies 
in the Canadian Senate-are filled, 
the 2 political parties will have equal | 
representation. The establishment | 
of voting equality so coon after 
nearly a docade of Liberal appoint- 
ments is somewhat remarkable. It 
was not that the former prime min- 
ister, Mr. King lacked opportunities 
to elevate good Liberals to the Up- 
per Chamber, for thirty-seven of his 
appointees are still there. To coun-| 
terbalance this Liberal accession | 
since 1921, is the fact that forty-five | 
senators selected by Premiers Bor- 
den and Meighen between 1911 and 
1921 are hale and hearty. | 

The explanation of the ceturn to | 
voting parity in the Senate in less, 
than a y2ar after the defeat of the | 
Liberal administration must lie in| 
the greater longevity of Conservative | 
senators. As proof of this superior | 
physical stamina, the case of Sena- 
tor Pascal Poirier, an Acadian rep- | 
resentative from New Brunswick, | 
may be cited. He enjoys the mark- | 
ed distinction of being the last sur- 
viving senator appointed by Sir John 
A. Macdonald. He has been an active 
member of the red chamber since 
March 9, 1885, a long time, indeed. 
The next oldest senator in point of 
service is Hon. Raoul Dandurand, 
appointed in 1898, or thirteen years 
later. All the other members of the 
chamber have been chosen during 


list of senators owing their prefer- 
ment to the late Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
only nine remain. 

Now that early prospects point to | 
a return of Conservative dominance 
in the Upper Chamber, a revival of 
the Liberal cry for Senator reform 
may soon be heard in the land. It 
fell into desuetude in recent years 
when it was apparent that Providence 
was wiping out the Conservative ma- 
jority in a very efifective manner.

In Pay of Russia 


That the communist agitators at 
present working throughout Canada 
spreading their gospel, are not do- 
ing it at their own expense is evi-| 
dent to everyone. In fact one of 
these men acknowledged quite can- 
didly that he was receiving cam- 
paign money from the Third Inter- 
nationale, the propagandist body of 
the Soviet government, through its 
agency in New York or Toronto.

C. N. R. Provided 
Much Relief Work 


In carrying out their plan for the 
) relief of unemployment on the prair- 
ies during the winter months, the 
Canadian National Railways provid- 
ed hundreds of inexperienced but 
needy local residents with work on 
branch line contruction, according to 
figures released last week by A. E. 
Warren, Vice-President, Western 
Region. In the months from Nov- 
ember 1, 1980 to April 15, 1931, a 
total of 2062 men from nearby farms 
and villages wére given an aggregate 
of 271,463 hours of work and 181 
teams of horses were brought from 
the fields to do 15,995 hours of work 
at mutual profit to the railroad and 
their farmer owners. 

Following the announcement, last 
fall, of the relief policy of the Cana- 
dian National Railways, supervisors 
and foremen, on the arrival of their 
outfits on branch lines, bad no diffi- 
culty in engaging men looking for 
work. Bach gang was composed 
mainly of local men, but a percent- 


Weather: conditions permitting, the 
men made 60 hours, per week on all 
work except on the bridge over the 
North arm of the Fraser River, Lulu 
Island branch. On this job, a forty- 
four hour week prevails. In many 


work, other local men replaced theta.
